Arda, says. ths correspotident, has 
been oveupied by the Bulgarians ever 
sipes the commencement uf the war, 
Kumi has it consequence borne the full 
brunt ‘of, the invader's berbarity ‘aid 
extortion. 1s was only evacuated on the 
outbreak of the War with Servia, and 
the last Bulgnriun detachments left the 
distries when othe Turks advaneed on 
b Adrianeple. The country was formerly 
highly prosperous; it is well watered, 
and the svil is particularly fertile. On 
leaving Adrianople T fonnd that, in spite 
haf its enjoying every advantagy: from 
nature, I was passing through a deserted 
wilderness. Tt svemed sas if ,a sblight 
or plagze hal swept the land, and that 
an uarthquake, followed by fire, hud des- 
troyed the villages. The first. place 
shrough whieh I passed was Corckkoj. 
It formerly had some 1,500 inhabitants. 
The majority were Mussuimans, but there 
was also a fair sprinkling of Greeks. Of 
the houses only tio -remain, and they 
avero spared because they belonged to 
Bulgarians, I have never seen such com. 
pleta and wanton destruction. Nearly 
the whole of. the mals population are 
}| dead, for thé Bulgarian soldiees killed 
off thy mo: from day ta day, shooting 
them surresptitiously when they bad 
gona.to work in the fields, in order te 
have tminterrupted aceess bo the women 
and young gisls, hardly one’ of whom 
esenped” violation. I then cume ta the 
villago of Doudzaros, which was also 
completely destroyed by fire. Here I 
fodbd no inhabitants excepts couple of 
old hags, who like te witches in “' Mae- 
‘beth,’ were lurking amongst the jruins. 
jabbering away in an insane manner, 
their minds having given wey. It would 
bo useless repetition for, me to describe 
each village through which I passed in 
detail, because each has exactly the same 
appearance, namely, that of a bed of 
ashes. I will merely name one or two, 
notably Kjormul and Simeénli, which 
were both formerly rich and prosperous. 
Then I camo to the village of Samana, 
at which I stopped, because it possesses 
a well which will occupy almost ‘as tragic 
a place in history ax the historic well of 
Cawnpore. From this well were takin 
the bodies of 81 Turkish men, who, ‘after

Exevedingly interesting discoveries (6 
correspondent writes) have been made 
recently in the vule of Dura Des, which 
intersects the hills of Central Exst’ Fife, 
aud tarough which the Cores Bura flows’ 
te meet the Edeg.
